1 million rally in East German capital 


BERLIN — As many as 1 million East Germans chanting “Freedom! 
“Freedom!” filled the streets of the capital Saturday for an emotional pro- 
ear g rally that was the largest in the Communist nation’s 40-year 
thistory. 

- The crowd jeered Communist Party leaders and cheered opposition speak- 
ers. 

Scores of people draped pro-democracy banners from their apartment bal- 
conies and several elderly East Berliners wept with emotion as demonstrators 
marched past. 

The three-hour rally, sanctioned by authorities, came a day after Commu- 

‘nist leader Egon Krenz announced the dismissal of five Politburo members, 
promised broad political and economic reforms and urged East Germans to be 
patient and stay in their homeland. 

But thousands of disillusioned East Germans ignored his pleas and contin- 
‘ued to pour into neighboring Czechoslovakia, which threw open its western 
frontier to refugees seeking new lives in West Germany. 

For many of those who stayed behind, the focus was on the rally in East 
Berlin’s sprawling Alexanderplatz and on smaller rallies in several other East 
~German cities. 

“After four decades we have found our voices again,” said Stefan Heym, a 
prominent East German writer. 


-91 missing after American ship capsizes 


» SONGKHLA, Thailand — Thai fishermen Sunday rescued four crewmen 

-from an American oil company ship that capsized in a typhoon the day before 

“with 97 people aboard, the company said. 

* The bodies of two others were found inside the still-floating Seacrest, but 

-the fate of the other 91 crewmen from 13 countries was unknown after two 

‘days of intensive search efforts in the Gulf of Thailand. 

« “Wehave not given up hope by any means and the search effort will continue 
through the night,” said Unocal spokeswoman Carol Scott in Bangkok. 

* Two Thai fishing boats picked up three Thais and one Indonesian from the 

toverturned oil drilling vessel, said officials of Unocal Thailand, a subsidiary of 

the Los Angeles-based company that owns the Seacrest. 

* Earlier, the company had said divers and pilots searching for survivors had 

‘failed to find any signs of life within the ship or in the surrounding sea. Rescue 
workers searched 600 square miles of the gulf. 


Anti-U.S. gathering gets weak support 


TEHRAN, Iran — Radicals’ efforts to turn the 10th anniversary of the U.S. 
Embassy seizure into a show of strength backfired, indicating widening sup- 
port for President Hashemi Rafsanjani. 

The 10,000 to 15,000 who turned up for a rally outside the former embassy 
Saturday is an insignificant number in Iran, where attendance at such protests 

_is usually counted in the hundreds of thousands. 

The failure of the rally to develop into a massive anti-U.S. demonstration 
was all the more telling since it had been preceded by a week of radical 
exhortations for people to mark the anniversary “more splendidly than ever.” 

_ Iranians had been urged to turn the event into “a day of hatred for world 
arrogance led by the United States” to hail the Nov. 4, 1979, storming of the 
embassy by militants. 

The rally was addressed by radical leader Ali Akbar Mohtashemi, the 
former interior minister whom Rafsanjani dropped from his Cabinet. 

The climax came at the end of a 50-minute anti-American diatribe by 

-Mohtashemi with the burning of 160 American flags. 


Quayle ‘very pleased’ to be on 92 ticket 


WASHINGTON — Vice President Dan Quayle pronounced himself “very 
pleased” Sunday with President Bush’s stated intention of keeping him on the 
Republican ticket in 1992, but said it is too early to speak of his own presiden- 
tial ambitions. 

“There are things that can happen between now and ’92. And 1993 and 1996 
are a long, long time away,” said Quayle. 

Bush stated his commitment in response to a question during an interview 

‘with The Dallas Morning News, which published the account this weekend. 

Quayle, appearing Sunday on the NBC-TV program “Meet the Press,” said 
Bush had not informed him face-to-face of the decision. 

“I am very pleased that the president is pleased with the job that I am 
doing,” Quayle added. 

Asked whether he had thought about running for president, Quayle said, 

. “What has crossed my mind is just doing a good job right now.” 


‘Asrael agrees to talks with Palestinians; 


JERUSALEM — Israel on Sunday agreed to a U.S. plan for initial peace 

-talks with Palestinians but sought American assurances the PLO will have no 

‘role in the negotiations. Vice Premier Shimon Peres, leader of the center-left 
Labor Party, said decision-making inner Cabinet voted 9-3 to accept Secretary 
of State James A. Baker III’s proposal but asked for “side assurances.” 

Foreign Minister Moshe Arens of the right-wing Likud bloc said the govern- 
ment was hopeful it would get what it wanted from Baker. 

“The next step will be to get the guarantees from the United States and then 
to start talking about the composition of the Palestinian delegation,” said Avi 
Pazner, a top aide to Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. de said of the assur- 
ances sought: “Sum it up in one item: no negotiations with the PLO.” 

Both Peres and Pazner said Israel wanted the guarantee in writing. 

The talks could be a long time in coming. Baker’s plan calls for a Palestinian 
pee on “acceptable” to Israel, and choosing the actual delegates will likely 
take time.

It took a miracle to calm the Sea of 
Galilee, but twice a day four men 
silence the sidewalks of BYU. 

The four men aren’t prophets, 
members of the board of trustees or 
even on the football team. They are 
students from the Aerospace Stud- 
ies and Department of Military Sci- 
ence who volunteer as members of 
BYU’s Air Force and Army ROTC 
Color Guards to perform the daily 
flag ceremony.

Skills taught during 
training include proper folding and 
carrying of the flag and when to 
salute. 

From working with the color 
guard, Harrington and Baker both 
have developed strong feelings 
about what the flag means and what 
respect it should be given. . 

“I was given the position I have 

(color guard commander) because I 
requested it and I would not have 
requested it if I didn’t have such a 
deep respect for the flag,” he said. 
- Baker feels the flag is a symbol of 
all the things the country has given 
him, in addition to being a symbol of 
freedom and the country. 

“Being in the Air Force, we occa- 
sionally hear about things where it 
makes you realize just how quickly 
our freedom could be lost. It (the 
flag) is something I don’t take for 
granted,” he said.

* . the direction of the Surgeon General. 


According to the report;, cigarette 
smoking is the most preventable 
cause of heart disease, artery disease 
and lung cancer. In recent years, 


smoking has been responsible for 16 
percent of all the annual deaths in this 
country, the report said.

The 214 cadets at BYU wear the 

full uniform at least once a week, usu- 
ally on Tuesday. Since I was now a 
eadet, that solved my usual problem 
of deciding what to wear, although I 
was apprehensive about wearing the 
uniform on campus. 
During the day I was acutely aware 
lof the glances I received from fellow 
students. Some stared, as I probably

When Gregory Johnson 
burned the American flag in 
1984, he was wise in choosing a 
revered symbol to arouse pub- 
lic attention, sociologists say. 

“Once you have a society 
that has agreed upon a symbol 
that is sacred or significant, 
the act of speech that will get 
the most attention is directed 
toward that symbol,” said 
Darwin Thomas, BYU professor of 
sociology. 

Johnson was arrested in Dallas, 
outside of the Republican National 
Convention, for torching the flag in 
opposition to then President Rea- 
gan’s policies. He was convicted by 
the Texas Supreme Court and ap- 
pealed the decision to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. The Court ruled it 
constitutional to desecrate the sym- 
bol as an act of expression. 

Thomas believes that symbols are

very important in terms of the whole 
human condition. “Every social order 
has got to have symbols. If you did 
away with them, there would be no 
normative order — good or bad,” he 
said. 

Phillip Kunz, also a professor of so- 
ciology at BYU, agrees with the im- 
portance of symbols. They are a way 
to communicate and pass on culture 
and values from one generation to the 
next, he said.

Kunz named the flag, money 
and family names as symbols 
we are accustomed to. In ref- 
erence to the flag issue, he said 
we may become so emotional 
about symbols that we allow 
them to hide a more important 
idea. 

Thomas says he suspects 
that most sociologists would 
agree with the Supreme Court 
decision. 

“There is not a great deal of 
difference between different 

kinds of speech,” Thomas said. “John- 
son’s act was an expression of speech 
just like gestures. If you are going to 
protect speech, that should be pro- 
tected too.” 

Kunz says he doesn’t see it as an 
important issue. “I served in the mili- 
tary, and the flag united us. I fly the 
flag and am proud to. I’m proud to 
have served, but freedom of speech is 
important as well.”

office, said the Supreme Court deci- 
sion did not alter the Utah law, en- 
acted in 1973, that prohibits flag dese- 
eration. 

“The ruling didn’t automatically in- 
validate our law,” Madsen said. But it 
does indicate that if the Utah law 
were appealed, the Supreme Court 
eould find it unconstitutional as well, 
he said. In Utah, flag abuse is classi- 
fied as a Class B misdemeanor, witha 
penalty of six months in jail or a $1000 
fine. 

The state courts cannot enforce 
federal law, but the federal govern- 
ment would bring separate charges 
againse the offender, he said. 

Capt. Duane Fraser of the Provo 
Police Department and Detective 
Gerald Nielsen of the Orem Police De- 
partment both said they were un- 
aware of the existing Utah law. 

Fraser, Nielsen and Madsen all 
said they were not aware of any flag 
burning incidents in the Utah Valley 
area.
